GOOD DEEDS W. I. 


At a meeting held in the Memorial 
Hall on Monday, May 8th, 1929, the 
following Constitution was adopted.* 

1. This. Association shall be known 
as the Vulcan Athletic Association. 

2. The duties of this Association 
shall he the promotion, organization 
and supervision of amateur sports in 
the Town of Vulcan and District. 

3. The Association shall have the 
power to engage and maintain the 
services of a competent physical 
gymnast, whose duties shall be the 
giving of physical and gymnastic in¬ 
structions and the organizing and 
supervising of the sports included ill 
this Association. 

4. The management of this Asso¬ 
ciation shall be vested in a Committee 
of five, elected at a general meeting, 
which Committee shall have power to 
appoint its own executive officers. 

5. Guarantees may be obtained - 
from supporters of the Association to 
meet any deficit that may occur 
through its operation. 

G. The Association may avail itself 
of every means to finance; by the 
promotion of sports days, by exhibi- 
tions of general interest, and oy the 
sale of patronage and membership ’ 
tickets. 

7. Patrons and Members shall be 
able to avail themselves of the bene¬ 
fits and services to be obtained from 
Hie classes organized by the in¬ 
structor. 

8. Series of classes shall be ar¬ 
ranged to meet the demands of all 
classes as the Committee and In¬ 
structor shall see fit. 

9. The following divisions shall be 
made for the purposes of fees; Chil¬ 
dren in grades 1 to 5 inclusive, to be 
charged a fee of 15 cents per month; 
grades G to 8 inclusive, to be charged 
a fee of 25 cents per month; high 
school grades, .'(accents per month; 
adults 50 cents per month or a yearly 
membership fee of $5.00. 

10. The finances- of the different 
organizations which affiliate with this 
Association shall be under the control 
of the Committee of this Association. 

11. The. Committee shall have 
power to engage services and rent 
accommodation for its operation as it 
sees fit, or as need arises. 

12. All records of the Association 
shall lx- kept by the (Secretary-Treas¬ 
urer. 

13. The X'hainjjpan and Secretary- 
Treasurer shall have power to borrow 
money and sign notes and cheques on 
behalf of the Association. 

14. A general meeting shall be 
called on the first of March of each 
year, or as near that date as possible 
to receive reports and eli-ct officers.

WORLDS WEALTHIEST COUNTRY 

In a recent article, written for a 
Toronto financial paper, James E. 
Boyle Professor of Agricultural Econ 
omics at Camell University, very sig¬ 
nificantly’ states: “Canada is a coun¬ 
try of vast virgin resources. The Un¬ 
ited States is sometimes spoken of as 
the richest country in the world, due 
to the immense progress of both ag¬ 
riculture and industry in that coun¬ 
try. The fact is, however, that Can¬ 
ada is a country of larger area and of 
fay greater wealth in natural resour¬ 
ces per capita. With a balanced de¬ 
velopment of Canadian resources, 
coupled with an equally balanced 
growth of those two great arteries of 
economic life—transportation and 
banking—Canada is destined to be 
the wealthiest country in the world. 
Already her exports per capita have 
a valus four times those of the United 
States. 

A POSTAL NUISANCE 

The Canadian post office is still 
burdening its letter carriers and clut¬ 
tering up the mail boxes of house¬ 
holders with advertising circulars 
that are neither addressed nor stamp¬ 
ed. The practice involves risk of loss 
to important private letters, it is a 
nuisance to recipients, and by giving 
him work that requires no intelli¬ 
gence, it degrades the postman. Al¬ 
though numerous complaints have 
come from many sources, the post of¬ 
fice has not only continued but enlarg 
ed the pernicious practice. 


EFFECT ON CANADA 

With no prospective alteration in 
thd U. S. livestock tariff, th e indus¬ 
tries in which this community is most 
deeply concerned, are not likely to be 
affected greatly by any other tariff 
changes. Sheep duties are likely to 
be raised from $2 to $3 per h^ad but 
Canadians might easily consume 
much more lamb and mutton, than 
they are at present doing. Duty on 
hogs is also raised from a half cent 
a pound live weight to two cents a 
pound. But swine may be killed in 
Canadian packing plants, cured and 
marketed in Britain and Europe. All 
that is necessary to establish a splen¬ 
did market is to raise generally the 
quality of bacon hogs. Eastern prov¬ 
inces have a stiff cream tariff raised 
against them, which may affect them, 
although the demand in big Ameri¬ 
can border cities will still be strong 
for Canadian cream. The increased 
duty on shingles and lumber will hit 
B. C. more seriously than any other 
province. One warning sign shows 
clearly, that United States intends to 
boost her tariff wall, at any point 
which is likely to increase internal 
prosperity. Fortunately Canada is 
wakening to this and is slowly assum 
ing a more independent condition of 
mind. This stiffening of tariff may 
ultimately be the best possible way 
toSgpKen Canadians to a realization 
of '|neir own products and their possi¬ 
bilities and of the possibilities of 
British and other world-wide markets. 
British Empire week is a fine week in 
which to commence a study of the 
goods we buy where we buy them and 
why. 

IRELAND LIT UP 

Ireland, the land of tradition and 
charm, is about to become an up-to- 
date, thoroughly electrified country. 
The river Shannon, best known hither 
to as a poetic theme, is to be the 
source of the hydro. A huge German 
firm are transforming the banks of 
the Shannon into a hive of industry. 
A 90,000 horsepower plant is being 
installed. The cost of the enterprise 
is about $25,000,000. Irish industry 
cheap rural power will greatly alter 
life there. At present the consump¬ 
tion of electricity in the Irish Free 
State is 17 units per person. In Can¬ 
ada it is 1150 units per person. When 
the Shannon power is developed and 
utilized it will average 240 units per 
person. 

THE KING’S BIRTHDAY 

The King’s birthday, June 3, falls 
on Monday this year. Though not ob¬ 
served generally on account of its 
nearness to Victoria Day, an excellent 
suggestion is made that the occasion 
be marked by services held in the 
churches on the Sunday preceding, 
when thanks may be expressed for 
the happy recovery of His Majesty.

Thousands of travellers in the 
woods, more than ever before because 
the travel permit areas are being ex¬ 
tended-will be accosted this year with 
the question “Have you got youYper- 
mit” The fire ranger who asks you 
this question may or may not be in 
uniform but if you are- in doubt as to 
his authority he can .show you his 
badge. 

Why are you asked to obtain a per- 
mit to travel the woods that belong, 
you have heard it repeatedly said, to 
the people of Canada. Simply to as¬ 
sist your guardians of the forests, 
who represent after all only a nuc¬ 
leus staff, to protect your forest 
wealth. If you wish efficient forest 
protection at a minimum cost then 
you must do part of the protection 
work yourself. It must be a co-oper¬ 
ative affair or otherwise your repre¬ 
sentatives—the fire rangers—must 
fail. In a safe year perhaps the lack 
of your individual co-operation might 
pass—there mght not he disastrous 
results from some careless action with 
fire on your part or on that of the par 
ty of which you are a member. But 
you as a novice in the fire fighting 
game don’t know enough and conse¬ 
quently cannoj afford to take any 
chances with fire, whether you think 
it safe or not. For all you know, it 
may be a dangerous period or it may 
be event a fire year. 

Let us also urge picnic parties and 
those who frequent the forest reserve 
to he careful about throwing empty 
bottles carelessly in the grass or 
woods. A hot glaring sun reflected 
on a bottle may start a had fire. Cam¬ 
pers'should use every precaution.

BRAVED H>00 YEARS 

The Union Jack was the subject of 
an address recently by Rev. Geo. Bid¬ 
dle formerly of Vulcan. He said 
every flag is in a sense a pocket edi¬ 
tion of a nation’s history, its aspira¬ 
tions, its ideals. All through history 
nations have had banner and floating 
insignia in which were wrapped up 
the story of their achievements. Ev¬ 
en in early Biblical times, the Princes 
of the House of Israel assembled 
“and’planted their standards.” So 
down through the ages, banners are 
recorded. In the old feudal days of 
England, each House had its sign 
floating over its army. So incased 
were these ancient warriors in their 
armor that only by the colors flying, 
could they recognize , which House 
was marching upon them. 

Although the flag of St. George— 
the old English flag, was first intro¬ 
duced on land, it was on the sea that 
it won greatest glory. 

| St. George was of noble Christian 
I parents of Cappadocia. His life was 
devoted to the redressing of wrongs, 

' the protection of women, the pursuit 
! of Christian chivalry. He was mar- 
[ tyred in 361 A.D., and was honored 
by many nations. ; 

His cross first triumphed at sea 
in the days of King Rjchard the Cru¬ 
sader. King Richard built himself 
‘254 talle shippe and three score 
galliots” and with these he set sail 
to the Holy Land. On his way he met 
the Saracens at Beyrut, and vanquish 
ed them. This was the first great 
sea victory under the flag of St. 
George and a coincidence^ the bat¬ 
tle took place \t ulmost the point 
where tradition Isays that S|t. George 
slew the dragroon. It is supposed 
however, that the dtaggons which'St. 
George slew were dragorts of sin and 
oppression. / 

Under this flag King Richard first 
showed the mettle of his Crusaders. 
Later, under that same flag Edward 
claimed the Lordship of the Seas. 

Under it, the French battlefields re 
echoed to the cries of Merrie Eng¬ 
land. 

Under it the undying glory of Cras 
sy Portiers and Agincourt were achiev 
ed. 

Under it Cabot discovered Cape 
Breton, Drake sailed round the world? 
Frobisher explored the north-west 
passage, Raleigh founded Virginia. 

The navy of Elizabeth carried con¬ 
fusion to the fleets of the Spanish Ar¬ 
mada as the colors of St. George flew 
above it. 

This is the glory roll that justifies 
the title “Mistress of the Seas,” for 
it was on the seas that England won 
greatest glory. 

England's early struggles to re¬ 
tain the supremacy of the seas are in¬ 
teresting in themselves. 

King Alfred first sowed the seed, 
when he gathered together a few 
ships in order to go out and meet the 
Danes, instead of waiting for Danish 
invasion. 

Later the Normans won supremacy 
and under William the Conqueror the 
Normans and English combined in 
holding the seas. All school boys re¬ 
call the time when Van Tromp, the 
Dutchman swept the seas of English 
ships “with a broom at the mast.” 
But mighty Blake retaliated by sail¬ 
ing forth with streaming whiplike pen 
nant, to lash the Dutch. Ever since 
the long “whip like” pennants used 
by the navy has this significance. 

In Elizabeth’s day, so great was the 
jealousy for the flag of St. George, 
that every nation on the seas, was 
required to lower its flag on recogniz¬ 
ing the flag of St. George. This, then 
was the first cross in the British flag. 

The Scotch flag or “jack” was that 
of St. Andrew, the white cross on blue 
field. Tradition tells that some of th e 
sacred relics of St. Andrew the Apos¬ 
tle were brought to Scotland. But the 
story of the adoption of his cross 
dates to 987A.D., when the King of 
the Scots went to the relief of the 
Piets in a battle with the West Sax¬ 
ons. All night long the Scots army 
spent the night in prayer, and when 
dawn broke, against the azure sky ex 
tended the two arms of the Cross of 
St. Andrew. They went confidently 
to battle and were victorious, attribu¬ 
ting their victory to the guardianship 
of St. Andrew. Many valiant deeds 
were done under the flag of St. An¬ 
drew. 

WJien James VI of Scotland be¬ 
came James 1 of England, the Jacks 
or flags were united by Act of Par¬ 
liament. 

Why was St. Patrick chosen by the 
Irish? St. Patrick was a Scotchman 
born in Dunbarton on Clyde.

In 180J in the reign of George III 
the three crosses were united by Act 
of Parliament and became one. 

The United “Jack” waves over the 
great British Constitution. Its colors 
stand for courage, purity and truth. 
It represents freedom. It is the boast 
that under that flag no slave ever 
dwells. 

All over the world, on land or sea, 
it carries its message of valor and 
protection. To the children of Can¬ 
ada, in those crosses, lie the stories 
of the welding of English, Irish and

OIL NEWS *• ' 

A trip to Turner Valley reveals the 
fact that the oil field is rapidly swing 
ing south. On Friday a reporter 
motored there via Tongue Creek road. 
At the turn of the road leading to the 
Valley there is considerable activity 
with Royalite, East Crest*, Sterling 
Pacific and numerous other wells dril 
ling or having derricks erected prep-! 
aratory to drilling operations. 

At tKe Home Oil well a party of | 
Vancouverites numbering about fifty' 
were inspecting this wonder wellj 
j which has made many millionaires at | 
the coast. The terrific flames from 
the burning surplus gas from Home 
No. 1 made a deep impression on the , 
visitors. The information was given j 
that approximately 15 million feet of ( 
gas was going to waste there every 
day. At the Separator they saw the 
evidence of production which is hold¬ 
ing steady at 600 barrels per day. At 
Home No. 2 well they saw the dril-i 
lers installing the diamond drill ma¬ 
chinery and the report was given that 
drilling would commence which would 
bring in another well such as No. 1 
well. No. 2 well is down to a depth 
of6363 and is close to production. No. j 
1 well struck oil at a depth of 5280 
feet. A third well will be drilled as 
soon as No. 2 has been brought in. 

The coast visitors visited various 
Royalite wells, Okalta, new McDoug- 
all-Segur and they went over the hold 
ings of leading companies, particular¬ 
ly those holdings within the. lines of 
structure. 

The information was given that 
day that there are now over 100 der¬ 
ricks in the field with approximately 
sixty producing wells. This was news 
to us as our interest had been center¬ 
ed on the big producers and we had 
overlooked the many other wells giv¬ 
ing a lesser production. 

Th e trend of drilling is unquestion¬ 
ably going south and before the year 
is over High River should be the dis¬ 
tributing centre for drilling machin¬ 
ery and building materials. At the 
present time materials for seven wells 
is being supplied from this point and 
numerous other wells are in the off¬ 
ing. 

On the various derricks notices are 
posted forbidding smoking. Mr. Mc¬ 
Leod, production manager of the Im¬ 
perial Oil Co. has issued a grave 
warning to the public visiting Turner 
Valley wells. He has asked all sight 
seers not to smoke at the wells as the 
hazard is too great. Not only does it 
endanger the lives of smokers but it 
places the lives of workmen in jeop- 
ardsy as well as the property. He ex¬ 
plained that the air around many of 
the producing wells is laden with 
combustable naptha gas and it might 
easily burn a bystander to a cinder as 
well as do damage to derrick and ma¬ 
chinery. Visitors must exercise cau¬ 
tion .otherwise .they .will .be .kept 
away from premises entirely. 

On Friday afternoon word came to 
the management of Advance Oils 
that the Imperial Oil Co. had taken 
over drilling operations that day at 
To/onto of that well. 

McDougall Scgur well No. 2 came 
in with great force on Thursday last 
but the production had not been esti¬ 
mated. However it looks like a fair 
producer, somewhere over 200 barrels 
per day. 


Royalite No. 1 struck some oil on 
Saturday morning about 10 o’clock, 
but as yet an estimate has not been ' 
made as to production. The well has j 
been cotmected up to tanks to take 
care of the flow. The drill was down | 
to a depth of 3825 feet. It is located I 
a few hundred yards from Regent No. 

1 and No. 2. 

Regent No 1 is a fair producer of 
over 100 barrels per day. The roar of 
gas from this well is deafening and 
the flame is greater than the Macleod. 

It was said that an attempt will be 
made to deepen the well into greater 
production. 

The derrick for Regent No. 2 was 
being completed and drilling on the 
new well should commence shortly. 
The%e properties are very well locat¬ 
ed, being close to Okalta and Macleod 
welts,*"

Will Continue Advertise Alta. Coal 

• The Alberta coal publicity office in 
Toronto will be continued during the 
coming season as part of the pro¬ 
gram to popularize the Alberta fuel on 
the Eastern markets. A grant of The 
$5,000 to assist in this work was au¬ 
thorized at the last session of the 
Legislature and the majority of this 
sum will be used in carrying out an 
extensive program of advertising 
through the Eastern provinces.

A number of new Dominion Govern 
ment public buildings will be erected 
shortly at various points in Alberta. 
According to the estimates totalling 
$596,700 recently passed by the 
House of Commons at Ottawa, provis 
ion is made in these estimated for the 
following contruction; public building 
at Calgary $300,000; buildng for im¬ 
migration and i customs purposes at 
Carmangay $2,500; building at Cam- 
rose $35,000; immigration and cus¬ 
toms building at Coutts $2,600; grain 
inspection building at Edmonton 
$5,000 immigration building at ’ Ed¬ 
monton $65,000; addition to public 
building at Edmonton $100,000; ar¬ 
mory accommodation at Redcliff 
$1,200; additions and alterations to 
Red Deer public building $2,000; pub¬ 
lic buildings at Vegreville $35,000; 
public building at Wainwright $28,000 
improved equipment, Calgary post 
office $3,500; and improvements and 
repairs to various other buildings in 
the provftrt?e $17,000. 

Promotions in Telephone Service 

A. M. Allen, district plant chief of 
the Alberta Government Telephone 
service at Calgary has taken over the 
duties of construction engineer in this 
department, the position recently va¬ 
cated by the resignation of W. O. 
Trettin. Mr. Allen’s place will be tak 
en by John Dow, plant chief at Leth¬ 
bridge who will be succeeded by W. 
Russ who has held the position of de¬ 
puty plant chief. 

To Make Placer Tests 

Drilling operations to determine the 
possible location of valuable placer 
beds along the South Saskatchewan 
riveT near Medicine Hat have recently 
been undertaken. The work is Jjeing 
carried on by Geo. L. Holmes of San 
Francisco and H. L. Beekman who 
have had extensive experience in pla¬ 
cer mining fields in various parts of 
the world. The tests will determine 
whether the values per cubic yard are 
sufficiently great to warrant dredging 
on a large scale. 

Construction of a new building in 
Calgary to house the head office of 
the Southern Alberta Dairy Pool has 
been decided upon. It- is planned to 
continue operations in the present 
premises until the coming fall when 
work will be started on the new struc 
ture which will be similar in size and 
design to that now under construction 
in Edmonton by the Northern Alberta 
Dairy Pool. In the case of both build 
ings, financial assistance is being pro¬ 
vided by the government in the form 
of a construction guarantee under the 
new Co-operative Guarantee Act.

‘‘The mind of the Canadian public 
is as a whole averse to what is ob¬ 
viously cheap and tawdry in book cre¬ 
ations—^nd the many novels coming 
from Canadian pens have at least 
-beenju'althy, decent and enjoyable. 

“But white this is true, very few in 
my humble judgment have been mas¬ 
terful enough in style, treatment and 
subject to challenge more than ordin¬ 
ary notice. They reached a medium 
level and maintained it with growing 
impovement, but they have not climb¬ 
ed to the mountain peaks. They have 
not produced masterpieces. The reas 
on is two fold—first, because they 
have not steeped themselves sufficient 
ly in the great underlying philoso¬ 
phies of life in order to bring out the 
conflicts of spiritual moral and men¬ 
tal forces with those of ambition, 
greed, envy, jealousy, hatred; second¬ 
ly, because they have perhaps been 
dominated by commercial considera¬ 
tions. 

“I can think of only a few of re¬ 
cent years that deal with the big mov¬ 
ing forces of life. Those are Marie 
Chapdelaine, The Viking Heart and 
Our Little Lives. 

“Within the last two or three years 
Frederick Philip Grove’s book “Our 
Daily Bread,” seems to most nearly 
approach a high standard. What oth 
or writer has presented so skilfully 
the conflict between the old patriar¬ 
chal idea of family life as against the 
modern tendency of disintegration 
and carelessness? 

To be sure the author ignores the 
law of averages in making every mem 
ber of a large family, in spite of par¬ 
ental oversight, turn out badly.

Mr. Castle Speaks in Canada on 
■ Trade Relations 

At the present moment, -there are a 
number of questions affecting Cana¬ 
dian-American relations which are ab 
sorbing the grave attention, not only 
of statesmen of both countries but of 
every individual in the slightest de¬ 
gree interested in national affairs. 
Chief of these matters are trade re¬ 
lations, the St. Lawrence Waterways, 
prohibition enfbrcement, and the 
"rights of the air” in broadcasting. 

Two oustanding speakers hqve re¬ 
cently presented,their views on these 
matters—Win. Castle assistant secre¬ 
tary of State at W ashjMgton, spoke in 
Montreal and C. H^-Cahan, K.C., of 
Montreal spoke ut tm^_JJhtfdjber of 
Commerce, Washington. Both 'dealt 
with the same all important ques¬ 
tions. The speeches were given in 
full in the Calgary Herald from the 
pen of Paul Reading. 

We make no apology in quoting ex¬ 
tracts from both addresses as nothing 
can be of more importance to us as 
citizens than.to realize, how public 
men of both countries are thinking. 

Mr. Castle—the friendly yet candid 
diplomat from Washington. 

“Sometimes misunderstandings are 
due to the fact that one side is think¬ 
ing theoretically, the other practical¬ 
ly. An instance is the heated talk 
about radio broadcasting. When the 
great demand was made on the Radio 
Commission for channels, these chan¬ 
nels were assigned ^without much 
thought for possible needs of others— 
either Canadian or American. But 
when the two countries met at Otta¬ 
wa to make assignments, a reasonab¬ 
ly fair decision was reached regard¬ 
ing short waves It must have been 
fair to Canada, because instant com¬ 
plaint rose in U.S. However, though, 
we have not what we could use, we 
have-what w e actually need. If orig¬ 
inally, there had been an insistent de¬ 
mand for broadcasting in Canada, you 
would probably have done as we did, 
and would now be faced with the 
trouble of clearing channels which are 
in constant use. And I say frankly, 
that I have no interest in silencing 
American stations, in order to give 
Canada the channels it wants, unless 
these channels are to be put in immed 
iate use as the result of great de¬ 
mand. The probable way to influence 
the American radio commission is to 
create an insistent American demand 
for Canadian....programs. Marconi 
said at the international conference 
that in time the simultaneous use of 
single waves by different statiops will 
b e possible. Let us then aid our rad¬ 
io technicians and soon the problem 
will settle itself. 

Regarding the St. Lawrence Water- j 
ways, there is not in the mind of any | 
American, the idea of challengng the ' 
absolute sovereignty of Canada over i 
those long stretches in Canadian ter¬ 
ritory. The truth is—it. is to the in -1 
terest of producers to send their pro¬ 
ducts to world markets over the. best 
loutes. At certain seasons American j 
grain can be more cheaply shipped | 
via Montreal. At other times Cana¬ 
dian grain can best pass through 
American ports. Our aim, in suggest 
ing the St Lawrence Waterway, was 
to provide cheaper transportation for ' 
the farmers. The fact that the busi¬ 
ness of the ports of Montreal and Qu e j 
bee would be doubled or trebled must j 
lie noted. 

The U. S. could construct an all- j 
American route through New York. j 
This.a popular, but seems unecono-j 
mic and unneighborly. The deep water i 
route would be of great to both coun 
tries. 

Now as to customs tariffs. The 
problem of our mid-west farmers is 
vital.^Jhey feel that one method of 
relief is protective tariff, the other is 
cheap transportation. The St. Law¬ 
rence construction would take a long 
time, but if it could exist in the ac¬ 
tual future, the farmers would be 
willing to wait. This to my mind is 
the only reason for associating these 
two matters. They are alternating re¬ 
lief. And the St. Lawrence method 
seems the better because it is co-op¬ 
eration, helping a ll western farmers. 

Now a word about prohibition. Our 
law after all is a noble experiment, in 
that it has a serious moral and eco¬ 
nomic basis. In spite of obvious fail¬ 
ures, the working classes are more 
prosperous, savings have increased 
and efficiency has been raised. The 
American government is deeply ap¬ 
preciative of the friendly spirit shown 
by the Canadan government to our 
prohibition law. This attitude demon¬ 
strates real co-operation. 

In immigration matters our endea¬ 
vor is to leave Canada out- of consi¬ 
deration in our law making. There is 
no quota on Canada. Millions cross 
the border either way annually. But 
if one immigration official makes a 
mistake, do not put it down to the 
nation. Nations require a sense of hu¬ 
mor and proportion in their dealings. 

Regarding your unfavorable trade 
balance which was in 1927 something 
like $215,000,000. Remember, how¬ 
ever, that American tourists spend 
$206,000000 in 1927 jn Canada, in ex* 
cess of Canadan tourists in U.S. Fig¬ 
ures aTe misleading at times. 

One of the most important aids to 
national understanding is that we 
should have open minded clear think¬ 
ing and sympathetic representatives 
in both countries. I am sure we have. 

In conclusion regarding tariff. You 
must realize that we are faced with 
sharp need to aid our farmers. A tar 
iff might help. The EL Lawrence 
waterways certainly would.

CAN. VIEWPOINT 

Mr. Cahan, Speaking at Washington, 
Touches on Same Issues 

Mr. Cahan, M I’., K.C., of Montreal 
speaks in Washington: 

“Your Fordney - McComber tariff 
was a severe blow to our producers. 
1 Jut we have now in a measure recov¬ 
ered from that enactment, by finding 
market openings in other countries. 
As we frankly concede your right to 
adopt ail measures to promote your 
industrial development, so we know 
that you will not resent any appropri¬ 
ate measures which we may take 
from time to time to meet the condi¬ 
tions which the tariff adjustments im¬ 
pose on us. Here are our economic 
problems: 

The U. S. with a total population of 
nearly twelve and a half times our 
own; imports less than twice the 
amount of fully manufactured goods 
that are annually imported into Can¬ 
ada. If the Canadian people import¬ 
ed only in the same proportion as 
does United States, we would be pro¬ 
ducing $533,300,000 of goods which 
we now import (mostly from U. S.). 
This would maintain in jactive-employ 
ment 300,000 more skilled workmen 
and their families, which would mean 
an increase of over 1,000,000 people. 
This 1,000,000 might in a meas¬ 
ure offset the million native, educated 
Canadians who have crossed the south 
ern border to your country. 

Regarding ouY excessive importa¬ 
tions, as compared with those of U.S. 
it is my opinion that Canada should 
seek to ensure in her own country in¬ 
creased production of commodities 
which are now imported from U. S. 
We have the resources in iron, steel, 
wollens etc. We must advance our 
population and industrial life. And 
we trust that you will appreciate any 
steps which we may take, and not 
construe them as resentment toward 
your fiscal policy. And as evidence of 
our goodwill, we invite any of of your 
industrial concerns to cross over and 
establish branches throughout Can¬ 
ada. 

Regarding your eighteenth amend¬ 
ment in times past, wlien certain of 
our Canadian provinces prohibited the 
sale of intoxicants, it did not occur to 
the Canadian government to prohibit 
the sale and exportation to Canada of 
the Bourbon whiskey then distilled in 
U.S. It did not occur to us to call on 
your government to help us in exer¬ 
cising our rights. Bnt though we rec 
ognize no legal liability for us to en¬ 
force your laws, yet as a matter of 
courtesy our Canadian officials now 
notify your officials whenever ship¬ 
ments of intoxicants likely to reach 
U.S. are being made from our ports. 


Your laws are thus facilitated. 

There is a widely prevalent feeling 
in our country that the recent sinking 
of an unarmed vessel of Canadian 
registry by your patrol, was not, a 
reasonable exercise of extra-territor¬ 
ial privilege, and was not recognized 
by internatonal law. Should not th<H 
businessmen of both countries insist 
that provocative incidents such as 
this, shall he entirely prevented, or at 
least he preceded by friendly discus¬ 
sion. 

In the matter of the St. Lawrence 
Waterways, I am saying only person¬ 
ally that this is not enthusiastically 
received in Canada. First, financial j 
burden, and secondly because it ap- | 
parent]y proposes to give the U. S. 


government certain rights over the ri 
ver where it lies entirely within Can¬ 
ada. 

At the present timo -vessels •'draw¬ 
ing 20 feet of water can safely navi¬ 
gate from Duluth to Buffalo.,. The 
new Welland Canal, entirely a Can¬ 
adian project will lie completed in 1930 
and will permit shippng under the U. 
S. flag from Duluth to Ogdensburg or 
from Chicago to Ogdensburg—1000 
miles of shipping without paying into 
the Canadian treasury one dollar for 
canal tolls.

NATIONAL SCHOOLS 

A movement has been gaining 
ground amongst various bodies 
throughout Canada to nationalize the 
Canadian eductional system. Under 
are handled by provincial legislatures 
each province -controlling and dictat¬ 
ing such affairs as it sees best. It is 
within the right of the province to 
recognize or not the certificates of 
teachers from other provinces. Each 
province has its own pet fads and 
stressing points, depending on the en 
thusiasms of those in authority. There 
is no identity of text books, though 
different provinces may use'the same 
text book for certain studies. It will 
be readly seen that the result lacks 
uniformity. Teachers are not always 
interchangeable, without further ex¬ 
aminations. A child moving from 
province to province is likely to see 
saw from grade to grade. The ten¬ 
dency naturally is to “provincialize" 
primary learning. 

And yet, when the matter came up 
for discussion locally, it was argued 
that Canada is too diversified and 
wide-spread to get best results from 
a strictly national educational pro¬ 
gram. 

It is true that two and two make 
four both on the Pacific and Atlantic 
Coasts. But the past history and 
founding of Nova Scotia is vastly dif 
ferent from that of Alberta. The 
geographic conditions and provincial 
industries of B. C. and Manitoba have 
little similarity of interest; ~Kven the 
readers and supplementary literature 
to awaken greatest interest must 
have a local appeal, especially in jun¬ 
ior grades. 

It is hard to see how these difficul¬ 
ties could be overcome in a national 
program. In public schools, the child 
mind is gradually trained from the 
concrete and strictly local, to the grad 
ually expanding horizons of provin¬ 
cial affairs, and from these to the Do¬ 
minion. With the topography, re¬ 
sources and historical heritage of 
each province so very different, what 
could be the common meeting ground 
which would appeal to the dawning 
interest of children from coast to 
coast.

ARROWWOOD NEWS 

A large turnout of baseball enthus¬ 
iasts was convened at Arrowwood on 
Thursday evening, consisting of rep¬ 
resentatives from Blackie, Vulcan, 
Queenstown and Arrowwood, gather¬ 
ed together with the object of form¬ 
ing a baseball league, if possible.

This left four towns, Blackie, Queens¬ 
town, Bassano and Arrowwood still 
willing to form a ieague and upon a 
motion being duly made and seconded 
these towns became the components 
of the Bow Valley league. 

The following officers were elected 
to serve the league: W. W. Sloan, 
Queenstown, president; Jack Schmidt 
Blackie, vice president; Dick Lyle, Ar 
rowwood, secretary-treasurer. A mo¬ 
tion was carried to the effect that the 
secretary-treasurer would correspond- 
with-prospective parties who might be 
interested in putting up a cup for the 
winner of the league and in ease no 
donation cup could be gotten, each 
team would be taxed an amount suffio 
ient to buy a cup to be given the win¬ 
ning team of the league. Motion also 
made that the number of games to be 
played would be two home and home 
games for each team, making a total 
of twelve games for the season. Each 
club must also put up with the secre¬ 
tary the sum of $35.00 as a guaran¬ 
tee that they will finish the scheduled 
games.

In line with the policy of the Al- | 
berta government to promote the erad j 
ication and control of noxious Weeds, l 
twenty field supervisors will be sta¬ 
tioned at various points throughout | 
the province, it is announced by Hon. j 
George Hoadley, Minister of Agricul- h 
ture. These men will act in conjunc-J 
tion with municipal councils and local j 
weed inspectors in an intensive educa¬ 
tional 0 campaign directed aganst the 
further spread of noxious weeds. 
While they will be vested with author, 
ity to enforce the provisions of the 
Noxious Weeds Act an attempt will 
be made in every case to secure the 
desired results through education 
and co-operation with the farmers in 
the districts in which they are sta¬ 
tioned. In addition to this, some 20 
inspectors have been appointed by the 
Minister of Agriculture to carry on 
this work in local improvement dis¬ 
tricts throughout the province. 

Oil Production Sets New Record 

Establishing a new high mark ill 
the history of the province, oil pro¬ 
duction delivered to the refineries 
from wells in the Turner Valley field 
during the month of April reached a 
total of 69,207 barrels. This produc¬ 
tion shows an increase of 12,506 bar¬ 
rels over that of the preceding month I 
the gain being largely contributed by 
an increased flow from Home No. 1, 
Royalite No. 8, Dalhousie No.l and 
Okalta No. 1 wells. 

Live Stock Pool Plans Sign-up 
Campaign 

An intensive sign-up campaign from 
June 1 to July 21, has been arranged 
by the directors of the Alberta Live 
Stock Pool in connection with the sec 
ond series contract. The new contract 
is for a five year period with a re¬ 
newal clause at the end of that time 
and makes provision for share capi¬ 
tal at $5. per share to bear interest 
at 6 per cent, for the acquiring of 
facilities and the carrying on the 
business of the pool. 

Contracts Awarded on C.P.R. 

Extensions 

Construction will be started on a 
number of extensions to Canadian 
Pacific lines in Alberta according to 
an announcerment blade last week by 
D. C. Coleman, vice-president of wes¬ 
tern lines. The Lacombe and North¬ 
western line will be extended from 
the present terminus at Breton a dis¬ 
tance of twenty miles to Thorsby 
from where it will eventually be con¬ 
tinued to Leduc. Twenty-five miles of 
grade will be fonstructed from Arrow 
wood to Blackie by the Tomlinson 
Construction Company of Winnipeg, 
while contracts for the 15-mile grade 
northeast from Acme and 41 miles of 
the Coronation-Youngstown line have 
been awarded to F. Mannix of Cal¬ 
gary. Construction of the 25-mile line 
from Willingdon to Vegreville, on 
which work was started last fall, is 
progressing steadily. 

1928 Active Building Season 

Building contracts awarded in Al¬ 
berta during the year 1928 reached a 
total value of $17,909,700 showing an 
increase of approximately 130 per 
cent over the corresponding figures, 
$7,507,300 for 1927. The contracts 
numbered 1437 in 1928 as compared 
with 892 in 1927. Included in the 
1928 program of construction were 
578 business and industrial structures 
valued at $12,851,000, 49 engineering 
projects costing $1,717,000 and 810 
residences erected at a cost of $3,340- 
700. 

THE MARLAND WELL 

In a special edition last week, the 
Vancouver Daily Province speaks of 
the abov c in optimistic terms and, as 
several local gentlemen are owners of 
acreage in this field, we are reprint¬ 
ing, in part, th e article referred to: 

For three years geological parties 
of the Hudson's Bay Marland Oil Co. 
have worked over different areas in 
Alberta. The company has made 
many core tests and is now ready to 
make actual dee[) drilling tests. 

The spot chosen for the first well 
which will he drilled bp the company 
itself is at Eyremore, about twenty- 
two miles south and a little east of 
the town of Bassano. The Alberta 
Gas and Fuel Co. will drill another 
well for th e company on a prospected 
structure near Champion. 

“Both are closed structures and, 
personally, I think are better than any 
thing found on the plains today,” said 
Mr. Ruby, vice-president and general 
manager; he said that twenty core 
tests have been made at Eyremore 
and more than that number in Cham¬ 
pion. In both cases the core drilling 
has outlined very definite structures 
which are thought capable of holding 
oil accumulation.
